Fitzsimmons i> like a few of the old-time horse- 
men. siieh as Totiim.v (iriffin, Itill Ital.v. tlie Wald- 
ens and William ttartii. wlio make it a iHiint to 
get thidr stoek in rai ing trim as smm as |H>ssihle 
so as to jdek nil a few of the earl.v plums la-fore 
the larger estahlishments turn loose their gisxl 
horses. 

"1 will he reail.v for Havre de ttrais- and rimlieo 
witii some of the string." said Kitzsinimoiis. "and 
if llie.r don’t win. it W(Hi’t Im' m.v fault. Tiie.v have 
all l)een doing slo-d work this winter, hut the.v will 
he out as smut as the weatla-r settles. It has l>een 
rough sledding aroiind (iravesend this winter, iind 
as niueli as we ismhl do to kisui warm, so .vou ma.v 
guess that a ehange in weather will !«■ weleome for 
liofse and man. 

"Coul has l«‘en almost as searee as oats, ami as 
exitensfve. but the horses have all wintered well and 
sii-kness has been almost unknown in iiny of the 
statiles at tiravesend. -laek Wohlsltorough lost two 
good horses, hn' that was through some sort of 
intestinal tiaiihl". and not through an.T epidemle. 

"There might he two or three g«H)d t wo-year-<dds 
in m.v stu?)le. I <-annot say at present, but some of 
tlieni ha'k good to me. All the older horses are 
kuor.'ii. with one or two exiepiions. hnt 1 ean eon- 
f ideal l.v s.i.v tliere is no horse in the stable that 1 
would niatoh wtii Omar Klia.v.vain or llonriess un- 
less it is for eating. 1 have plent.v of good grub- 
bers and if takes nearly as mneh to feed one horse 
these days as it does tn.v six or seven kiddies. 

"'I’liere are two or three horses ladonging to the 
t^uiiny Stable that hav(> speed, like t’ompadre. and 
Star Spangled. Koh-i-.V<Mir and <!anie Cock ought to 
win some raees. harry Shanuoii. ton. should jiay 
for his feed and attention, hut one eannot guaran 
lee what horsi-s will do. Oeorge Walls ami Tom 
Kowan will do fiie riiling. wiiieli will help a whole 
lot. as both are gisal ami improving joekeys. i

iie lieat Wmslson. Rapid Water. Kngiish Lad and 
itliers. winning tor Ids owner Sg<i.33.'i. 

For twenty years eastern turfmen liad striven to 
•’iiptnre tliis <*oveted ra«*e, semling ilieir Ix-st three- 
year-olds to tlie western tracks, among ttie cracks 
bi’iiig Domino and Hermis. Not iiiitil tin* vietorv 
of iligliliall were tlie efforts of tlie easterners re'- 
warded.

'I'lie colt liad a 
short Imt brilliant career. He started seven times, 
winning five races, of winch several were in the 
east, ami was ngardod as one of the liest two- 
vear-obls of the year IttOo.

to I/cxington. he contracted pneumonia and die<l.

Colonel William Hendiie Tells What the ’’Horse 
with a Dash of Blood in Him” Is Doing. 



William Hendrie. colonel first Caniidiaii E. F., 
writing from Hamilton reeeinlv. said lie was inter- 
ested in an article apis-ariiig in l.eslie’s niirler Die 
iiead of ’’Horse as a Faelor in War.” t’oiiimeiitiiig 
oil tilis t’obiiMd Heiidrit* writi's: 

■•'I’lie horse is 'top liole’ in war and in peace also, 
eoiiiiiiereiail.v. as we. up in Canaila. well know lliis 
winter, tile etimalie conditions liaving put tlie mo- 
tor viiiele out of commission lemporaril.v. How 
ever, il is alMiiit tlie liorse and mule on tlie western 
front I desire to tell .vonr reaui'rs. 

’’.Motor veliieles can oiil.v operate from rail lie.id to 
division lieadi|iiarters. liriiigiiig in rations, aiiimiiiii- 
lion and war iiiati-rial from tliere. 'i'lie liorse and 
mule army wagons disirilnite to lirigade and regi- 
iiienlal lieadi|iiarters. Well metaleil roads are ali- 
solntely iiei-essary for motor triieks and. Is’lieve me. 
tliey lio not last long under tlie eoiislaiit and lieavy 
wear of tlie liig guns and other traffic, 'riioiisaiids 
of men and millions of cords of stone are eoiistantly 
lieiiig used to repair the roads, in fuel, tlie roads

force', now l.viiig on tlie wi’sti'rn front w.'iiting for 
tlie Hull. 

••'I'lie Canadian and Rritisli army wagon lias a 
earrying <-ap:ieit.v of 3.(HX> inmnds and four or some- 
times six liorse^ or mules are used to liaiil them, 
wliieli will give some idea of wliat is reipiired to 
move even this limited load.

lies ill mild and water. Tlie horse willi a dash of 
Idood ill liim. wlietlier tlioroiiglilired or trotting, xx’as 
the animal to endure and eiirr.v on. Tlie large 
Sliire and t’l.vde liorses. used to liandle tlie big gnus, 
were too soft and eliieken - liearled to stand Uli to 
tlie ordeal. 

■’The ideal transport liorse or gnu liorse (except 
for liorse artilier.v). was tlie part lireil Cl.vde or 
Ferelieroii. weighing about fifteen linndred. sliort- 
legged. big liislied and witliont iiincli liair on ids 
legs. For tlie eavalr.v, tliere wore many grades and* 
sizes used li.v tile Rritisli, t’aiiadiaii. Indian Cavalr.v 
and -Anstraliaii forei's. Tlie Indian iiioniit w.as 
siiiali. part lired .Arali. xveigliing alMint 7.5(1 to 8.50 
isaimis. .x'et he was aide to earr.v a soldier weigliing 
from Dio to LsO pounds, liis lireeding and endiiraiK'e 
eat'i’.ving him tlirongli when a eoiiimoiier lired animal 
would liave lain down.

".A line l.vpe of gnu liorse came from tlie west- 
ern and middle stales of your coniitry. partl.v bn'il 
I’erelieroii and Clyde. 'I’lie t’anadian liorse was xvell 
likeil and stood The racket well. Many of tliese. 
liiiwever. were of inferior <|il!ility, piircliased iin- 
ilonbtedl.v, liy individuals xvlio did not know tlieir 
Iiiisiiiess, or else xvere dislionest to tlieir country 
and tlie soldier lads who crossed the seas to figlit 
for them. 'Pile mules from tlie ITiited States were 
gaod. liig. strong animals and tractalde. In a 
piiieli tlie.v could liandle a giin, hut lacked tlie dasli 
and s|M'ed of tlie liorse for (|iiick movement. 

“I liad tile pleasure of riM-entl.v visiting one of 
your liig Aiiieriean Ex|H‘ditioiiar.v Force training 
camps. I liave seen some fairly large camps in 
Canada. Salislnir.v I’lains, Rritain ami Flanders. 
I’ermit me to offer my liiimlde appr«‘ciative criti- 
cism most favorable on the camp tliat I saw. I was 
asktsl for m.v opinion as to tlie <iuality of the ani- 
mals in tlie division. Tlie mules were good, tlie 
liorses loo liglit and weed.v. Weiglit and stamina 
ill liorse ami man are re<|iiire<l over in France. 
The man wlio is not pliysicall.v fit, sound in lieart. 
limi) and teetli. is no use over tliere. onl.v an en- 
eniiiiiraiice. taking up liisl space in hospitals .and 
coiivaleseeiit lioines and tlien evacuated liack liome. 
Good leetli in a soldier man is just as important 
as good eyesiglit. more so, under maii.v eomlitions. 

’’Some great i-haps rallied to tlie war from your 
country in tlie first Canadian force wliicli went over 
in 1914 and it was m.v good fortune to have some 
under me. Ttii'ir horsemansliip and liorsemastership 
was an e.veopeiier to many wiio .saw tliem across 
over tliere. 

‘‘What a grand world scene will shortly lie staged 
over tliere tliis year wlien your lads, the Camidiaiis, 
New Zealanders, .Australians and Rritisli, and tlie 
men of glorious France, line up for tlie last big 
fight for tlie freedom of tlie xvorld and tlie exis- 
tence of tlie Englisli siM-akiiig peoples.
